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loss of blood at tho tiino of Iho injury were such, that wo wore repeatedly driven 
to the employment of stimulants in largo quantity, when other symptoms seemed 
urgently to demand an antiphlogistic inode of treatment. In short, tho advanced 
ago of tho patient, and tho absolutely drained condition of tho vascular system, in 
spite of tho local engorgement, forbade tho nso of any other remedies than opiates, 
expectorants, and counter-irritants, duo attentifm being at all times had to tho stnto 
of tho primal vioi, and tho poisevoring and almost hourly administration of nutri¬ 
ment.” 

42. Singular Case of Dissecting Aneurism. By Prof. Piiirir, of Aberdeen.—In 
the body of a man, about fifty yoaro of nge, who, during life, had not been sup¬ 
posed to ba tho subject of any disease, and who (lied very suddenly, and beforo 
any medical man had an opportunity of seeing him, I met with a singular variety 
of dissecting aneurism. In tho arch of the aorta, about three-fourths of an inch 
to tho left side of tho origin ol tho left subclavian nrtcry, thero was a rent of tho 
inner and middle coats. From this vent to near tho origin of the aorta, on Iho 
cardiac side, and for upwards of an inch on tho capillary side, tho external coat 
was separated from tho middle, and also around nearly two-thirds of the circum¬ 
ference of tho nrtery. 

From tho aneurism thus formed there was an oponing upwards of half an inch 
in diameter, through which it burst into tho pulmonary artery—a little below tho 
part where that vessel gives off its two branches. Tho aorta was affected with 
stcatomatouB deposit in many parts, and, lmwover rare tho occurrence, thero wero, 
beyond all doubt, patches of the same kind of degeneration in Iho pulmonary 
artery. Tlroro was also slight hypertrophy of the left side of the heart. 

In almost all recorded examples of dissecting aneurism, Iho hoart has been 
found affected with disease, more especially its left side. In somo instances thero 
has been dilatation, with hypertrophy; in others, dilatation with attenuation; and, 
in many, thoro have boon evident signs of stcatomnlous and calonreous deposits 
in different parts of tho vascular system. According to Rokitansky, dissecting 
aneurism sometimes comtnencos by diseaso of tho middle and internal coats. In 
that case tho continuity of these coats becomes interrupted, and Iho separation of 
the oxtornal coat follows as a later ovent. In other instances, tho first deviation 
from healthy condition is chronic inflammation of the external coat, which gives 
rise to separation of that coat, followed by rupluro of tho middle and internal coals. 
In tho one class of cases, ho considers that tho rupluro precedes; in tho other, that 
it follows tho separation.— Month. Journ. Med. Sci. Nov. 1847. 

43. Dislocation of the Pelvis. —M. Munvii.i.ft, in a memoir, presented to tho Froneh 
Academy of Medicine, on luxations of tho pelvic bones, relates the two following 
very remarkablo examples of this accident. Tho first was tho caso of an officer, 
who fell from a second-floor window, and lighted on the tubern isohii. Tho 
sacrum was displaced downwards by Iho weight of the body. On examination, 
tho crests of tho ilia were found to bo almost touching the false ribs; tho os coc- 
cygis, much shattered, projected considerably below. Tho pationt complained of 
great pain in the sacro-iliac symphysis, with paralysis of the bladder and rectum, 
small pulse, and other signs of collapse, Ho was restored somewhat by stimu¬ 
lants, and when reaction was fully established, ho was treated antiphlogislically, Iho 
displaced bones being maintained as motionless as possible. No attempt at reduc¬ 
tion was considered advisable. This treatment was marvellously successful; not 
only did tho patient survive, but tho paralysis diminished, and in ten days tho 
patient was able to walk with difficulty. 

Tho 6econd caso is unique. An officer during a review was run away with, 
tho horso at tho samo timo plunging violently; in one of Iho plunges ho was 
thrown considerably from his saddle, upon winch ho descended again with such 
force as to lacoralo the loft side of the pelvic arch, without injuring tho skin. A 
second plungo of tho animal added to tno mischief, completely rupturing tho liga¬ 
ments of tho symphysis pubis. When examined, a largo inguinal hernia was 
discovered on tho loft side, and in tho perineum a tumour projected as largo as 
tho fist, which could bo pushed upwards into tho pelvis. Tho symphysis pubis 
was separated to an extent which allowed the hand to bo insinuated betweon tho 
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ossa pubis, Tho hernia was reduced, and the bones kept in apposition by ban¬ 
dages, and in three months tho patient was able to walk. M. Murville upon this 
case lounded some remarks upon the feasibility of tho operation of division of the 
symphysis in labour. In a discussion which ensued, M. Malgaigno doubted that 
it was a case of simple dislocation, thinking it probablo that there was also 
fracture.— Prou. lilcd. and Suvg. Journ. t Nov. 17th, 18-17. 

44. Cauterization of Vcsico-Vaginal Vistula with Creosote. By Prof. Emmert of 

Bern._A vesico-vnginal fistula, subsequent to artificial labour, having boen 

treated with lapis infernalis seventeen times without any success, Emmert pro¬ 
ceeded to removo the gangrenous scab produced by the last cauterization, after 
which ho touched the fistular opening to a great extent by means of a pencil- 
brush immersed in creasoto. Tho success was most surprising. The new scab 
was so firm, as to enablo the patient to retain her urine the whole day, and to 
micturato without becoming moist. Tho detachmont also occurred much lator 
than after the application of other caustics, and when effected, the urine flowed 
in far less quantity from tho somewhat diminished fistula. A second application 
of ereasote, six days afterwards, induced a porfect euro ^ of the fistula, and no 
urine has passed from it, during two months, which has sinco elapsed. A fort¬ 
night after tho last cauterization, Emmert found the fistula perfectly cicatrized, its 
previous existence being marked only by a bluish-red streak, two lines in length, 
lie thoroforo declares creasoto to be tho best application in such cases, the nitrate 
of silvor bein'' too feeble, and tho concentrated acids too energetic in their action.

45. Fatal Cases of Tetanus with Dissections— Dr. Lee read to tho Medico-Cliirur- 
gical Society of Edinburgh, nn account of two ratal casos of tetanus with dissections. 
Tho patients were two girls; twins. They had both been complaining for about 
two days, beforo unequivocal tetanic symptoms sol in on tho morning of the 
fifteenth of April, during which they suffered from some derangement of tho 
bowels, with anorexia, white tongue, and a tendency to spasm. 1 hey had no 
diarrhrea. The ureent tetanic symptoms terminated fatally in the one caso m 
from three to four hours, in tho other, in eight or ten hours. Contagious fevors 
wore prevalent at the time in tho same common Blnir. 

On dissection, both the brain and spinal cord were found *o bo quite healthy; 
and llioro was no evidence in either of inflammatory disease in any part of the 
body; but the intestinal glands exhibited a morbid slate, which Dr. L. considered 
characteristic of ontcro-mesontoric fover in a vory early stage, an opinion in 
which ho stated ho was joined by Professor Goodsir, who had also examined the 

Dr. Lee concluded by reading an unpublished case of a similar kind, which 
occurred to Mr. Goodsir, in Anstruther, in 1834, when dothinenteritis was pre¬ 
valent there. In this case tho patient was a young man of nineteen years; the 
tetanic symptoms camo on early on tho seventh day, anil death followed the smne 
night. The only morbid appearance was that of tho glands of the intestines, which 
characterizes the enloro*mesenteric fover. Dr. L. exhibited preparations (injected 
and uniniected) of the intestines of the two children, which belong to the Anato¬ 
mical Museum of tho Edinburgh University, and mentioned that Professor Goodsir. 
had informed him that specimens of the diseased gut in his case are preserved in 
Dr. Bennett's private collection.— 'Monthly Journ. Med. Sci. } Aug. 1847. 

46. Case of Enlargement of the Labial Glands. —By W. It. Wilde, Surgeon to St. 
Mark's Hospital. Tho subject of this case was a man twenty years of age, l ight hair 
and fair complexion, who stated, that about two years ago, his upper lip, which had 
been previously of natural proportions, began to thicken and enlarge, particularly 
on its inferior and inner surfaces. That, since then, it has gradually increased in 
size j that it has not been attended with pain, but that, within the last few months, 
ho has a feeling of stiffness and fulness in it, as well as some degree of irritation, 
dryness, and chapping, from the exposure of tho mucous membrane to tho influ¬ 
ence of tho atmosphere, &c. He 6ays that ho has never suffered from glandular 
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
